THE OBJECT OF MR. 
TRIP. 


RAILROAD SURPRISES IN STORE, 


President John H. Inman, on His Return to 
New York, Tella All About the Mean- 
ing of the Recent Trip. 


JAY GOULD’S

New York, February 11.—President John 
H. Inman, of the Richmond and West Point 
Terminal Company, returned to New York 
this morning. He was one of the party which 
went south with Gould. 

THE TRIP MEANT BUSINESS, 

He says the trip was thoroughly business all 
the way as far as Savannah. From this point 
the party wished to take a jaunt into Florida 
for pleasure, and Mr. Inman returned directly 
to New York, with a view of doing some pre- 
liminary work before the arrival of the others 
next week. 

MR, GOULD’S IMPRESSIONS. 

Mr. Gould was very favorably impressed, 
not only by the physical cenditions of the 
properties, but also by the growth of the 
country through which the Terminal lines 
run. Among other things the Terminal com- 
pany will probably arrange for closer and 
more direct connection in New York city. 
President Inman declines to state whether 
this new arrangement will be made with the 
Pennsylvania or the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road. A number of dispatches were printed 
in this morning’s papers astatir= 
that a movement is on foot looking 
to the purchase of the Louisville, New Albany 
and Chicago Railroad Company. There was 
a difference of opinion as to whether the Lake 
Erie and Western or the Richmond Ter- 
minal company was the buyer. A Chicago 
dispatch, received on Wall street today, quoted 
Calvin S. Brice as denying that the Lake Erie 
and Western intended to make the purchase. 
Brice is, however, a director in both the Lake 
Erie and Western and the Terminal. 

WHAT MR. INMAN SAYS, 

Concerning the reported sale, Mr. Inman 
said: 

“I do not wish tosaymuch about the Ter- 
minal’s deal with the Louisville, New Al- 
bany and Chicago in the present state of af- 
fairs, but can say that Ido not believe that 
we will make the purchase. Probably a close 
traffic alliance will be formed. Briceis now 
in the west, and the matter is whollyin his 
hands. It will be probably settled in a day or 
two. Furthermore, it is the general policy of 
the Terminal company to confine its territory 
to the section south of the Ohio, of the Poto- 
mac and east of the Mississippi.” 

A SOUTHERN TRANSCONTINENTAL LINE. 

‘“‘What was the general idea of your trip 
with Gould?” 

‘*The establishment of a southern transcon- 
tinental line. Yousee, our Terminal system 
reaches to Mississippi, and taps Gould’s south- 
western system in several places. His system 
of roads would take us to the Union Pacific, 
and we had Dillon along as representing the 
latter line.’’ 

‘What will be the probable eastern terminus 
of the Richmond Terminal system ?’’ 

‘“*‘Well, I can’t say very well which} will be. 
Norfolk, in many ways, would suit us better 
than any other place,andif wecould get in there 
cheaply, we probably would go there, perhaps. 

“The Danville and Atlantic, Bateman’s 
road, may pass into our hands, and thus give us 
a good entrance into Norfolk, with its fine 
terminal facilities.’’ 

MR. HUNT SPEAKS. 

H. W. Hunt, second vice president of the 
Louisville, New Albany and Chicago, said this 
morning: 

‘*T have heard nothing of the purchase of our 
road by the Terminal company or by the Lake 
Erie and Western. As regards the former 
though, I cannot say that I consider 
the story altogether without foun- 
dation. The East, Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia road, which is part of the Terminal 
system, has recently leased the Lou‘sville 
Southern road. This gives it an entrance into 
Louisville, and there is no doubt that our road 
would give the Terminal company a valuable 


‘Chicago connection.”

GENERAL SHERMAN DYING. 


Lying in a Comatose State and Slowly 
Sinking. 

NEw YORK, February 11.—General Sherman is 
believed to be dying, The history of his ailment 
isthis: Wednesday night last he went tothe 
Casino, in company with many army and naval 
officers, and caught a bad cold. Sunday was his 
birthday, and during the day erysipelas devel- 
oped, attended by a high fever. The disease 
spread rapidly, and yesterday his face was badly 
swollen and painful. He lies inastate of coma, 
and forthree days has taken no nourishment, 
except whisky and milk. 

At 3o’clock this atternoon it was stated that 
there was nochange in the general’s condition, 
which is extremely critical. He is evidently 
Slowly dying, and only arises when spoken to. 

A SLIGHT IMPROVEMENT. 

This afternoon some signs of improvement in 
the general’s condition appeared, and the doctors 
are encouraged to hope for his recovery, although 
his conditiou is still precarious. He has rallied 
sufficiently to recognize old friends, and he said 
to his son: “This is only temporary. I will be all 
right.”

THE FARMERS STILL STAND OFF, 


While the Republicans Are Making Con- 
cessions, 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., February 11.—The republican 
steering committee presented a long list of names 
tothe Farmers’ Mutual Beneficial Association 
men from which to select one for joint support 
for the United States senatorship. Among others 
Cicero J. Lindley, president of the Illinois 
Farmers’ Mutual Beneficial Association, and a 
number of prominent agriCultural editors and 
men known to bein sympathy with the farmer 
avd labor movements. bButthe Farmers’ Mutual 
Beneficial Association men were not to be 
euticed from their determination to name 
a senatorial candidate oftheir choice without 
assistance from either of the older parties. 

Representative Taubeneck, as spokesman of the 
Farmers’ Mutual Beneficial Association mem- 
bers, said: 

“We have decided, gentlemen, that we cannot 
acceptany republican whom you present. It is 
useless to negotiate further.’ 

The republicans then decided to go into joint 
assembly and after two or three ballots change 
off to Lindley, and later to other candidates on 
the list presented to the Farmers’ Mutual Bene- 
ficial Association. 

When the joint assembly met, the first three 
ballots were cast without change, but on the 
seventy-seventh ballot 100 republican votes were 
cast for Cicero J. Lindley, president of the 
Farmers’ Mutual Beneficial Association, amid 
great excitement. 

The farmers cast their three votes for Steele, 
and the democrats their 101 for Palmer. The dem- 
ocrats were greatly elated at the result and the 
republicans correspondingly depressed. 

A motion for a recess until 3 o’clock p. m. was 
then carried by the combined vote of the dem- 
ocrats and the Farmers’ Mutual Beneficial Asso- 
ciation. Several conferences were then held be- 
tween democrats and farmers, but with no definite 
result. Thefarmers say they have not decided 
to vote for Lindley at any time, but that the 
action of the republicans took them by surprise 
and they were not prepared to change 8o0 suddenly. 

At the afternoon session of the joint assembly, 
two ballots were cast withont a change; and an 
adjournment was taken until tomorrow. 


A REPORTED DEAL 


Which Would Break the Deadlock in Ili- 
nois and South Dakota. 

PIERRE, S. D., February 11.—The independent 
caucus last night decided to drop Campbell and 
nominate State Senator Kyle instead. In the re- 
publican caucus Senator Moody was decided on 
again as the party nominee. The thirty-first and 
thirty-second ballots were taken today, the last 
ene resulting: Moody, 68; Kyle, 59; Tripp, 24; 
Dillon, 3; Mellette, 1; Seward, 1; Campbell, 1, 
with 12 paired. Moody got every republican 
yote but one, while Kyle received all the inde- 
pendent votes but five. The democrats voted 
solidly for Tripp. 

A report that a combination of independents 
and democrats was being formed to secure the 
election of a democrat from Illinois and a farmer 
from South Dakota, had the effect of uniting the 
republicans, and they will hereafter doubtless 
vote together for one man. The independents 
seem disposed to follow the sameorder. The 
Lilinois-South Dakota combine is treated with 
little credence among leading politicians here, 
the consesus of opinion being that such a scheme 
cannot work among the independents in the 
South Dakota legislature. 


UNABLE TO AGREE. 


The Connecticut House and Senate Still 
Widely Apart. 

HARTFORD, Conn., February 11.—The house met 
at 11 o’clock this morning. Chairman Green, of 
the conference committee, said it was not possible 
as yet to report, and a recess was taken to 1 
o’ clock, 

The senate met at 12 o’clock. The conference 
committee reported its inability to agree with the 
house committee. They said the house proposi- 
tions confiicted with the position already taken by 
the senate, and that the house members refused 
the proposition of the senate committee, which 
was to seat all democrats and then let the repub- 
licans contest their seats. senate accepted 
the report, took a recess at 1:30 o’clock and then 
adjourned until tomorrow noon.

HILL DENIES IT. 


HE NEVER RECEIVED THE ALLEGED | 


LETTER, 


AND REGARDS IT AS IMPERTINENT. 


The Subject Discussed by the Congressmen, 
Who Express Themselves Doubtful 
About Cleveland. 


WASHINGTON, February 11.—[Special.]—Be- 
fore the house met this morning, and through- 
out the day, there was much gossip about thé 
capitol over Henry Watterson’s alleged letter 


to Governor Hill, advising him to make his | 


peace with Grover Cleveland, and in ‘92 to 
head a New York delegation to the national 
convention, in favor of Mr. Cleyeland’s nomi- 
nation. 

The Cleveland men were apparently en- 
thusiastic, arguing that the letter settles every- 
thing, and that the convention will simply be 
a Cleveland ratification meeting, as was the 
last St. Louis convention. But those con- 
gressmen, and they are the majority, that do 
not look upon Mr. Cleveland as the den 
cratic party entire, hold differently. 

A NEW YORKER TALKS. 


One of them. a manof distinction, laughed 
when he said he supposed Watterson’s head 
had swollen very much of Tate, 

“T suppose,” said he, ‘“‘when* Hill received 
that letter he simply glanced at itand threw it 
in his waste basket with the many other let- 
ters he, perhaps, receives daily from cranks. 
I am sure he did not give it a second though 
I want to say further, that I know something 
about Hill’s decision to take the senatorship 
and if I am anything of a political judge, he 
was right. “Hill knew that Cleveland could 
never carry New York. He further knew 
that wherever he (Hill) might be, he 
could get the New York delegation to the 
next convention. Hill further. realized the 
change that is coming over the politics of this 
country, and he was not at all sure that New 
York is to be represented on the next demo 
cratic ticket. Realizing this, and believing 
that if the nominee is taken from New York, 
he would be the man, he accepted the senator 
ship. 

MAY NOT COME FROM NEW YORK. 

‘*T doubt seriously if our next candidate is 
taken from New York, butif he is, Hill is the 
only man we can take. You know Hill favors 
Roswell P. Flower, as his successor at Albany. 
Flower will be nominated, and will carry the 
state by a big majority, and his influence will 
be thrown to Hill. 

“Indeed, Flower will see to it that the New 
York delegation to the democratic convention 
is solid for Hill.”’ 

A New York congressman, in discussing the 
question tonight, said: 

‘The democracy of New York is against 
Cleveland. They will not have him, for they 
do not believe he can carry the state. Indeed, 
the democracy of New York would rather take 
a strong man from the west, or any other state, 


than to accept Cleveland, simply because they , 


do not believe we can win with him. We be 
lieve New York can be carried with any good 
staunch democrat, but Mr. Cleveland can’t 
do it.” 

REPUBLICAN HOPES. 

A dispatch from New York this ofternoor 
says that Governor Hill will not resign the 
office of governor, until next December. It 
further says the republicans are anxious to get 
him out of the way before the legislature ad- 
journs, in order that they may carry through 
several schemes which they believe will make 
it possible to elect a governor next fall. It is 
believed there, the dispatch continues, that 
the president and republican leaders here are 
after forcing an extra session of the senate to 
compel Governor Hill toresign. But he will 
not do so under any circumstance, believing 
that he owesa duty to the people of New 
York who elected him governor, to serve his 
term out. 

HILL NEVER RECEIVED THE LETTER. 

A dispatch from Albany says that Governor Hill 
this afternoon was shown the letter purporting to 
be from Henry Watterson, publishedin The Bal- 
timore Sun this morning. He said: 

“IT never received any such letter. Itis the first 
Ihave heard of any such thing. It must be ® 
forgery. Mr. Watterson isa good democrat and 
a gentleman, and I believe him incapable of ad- 
dressing any such insulting and impertinent com- 
munication tome. The resort to sucha silly and 
impudent forgery was probably intended to place 
me in a false position by reason of recent events 
in this state; but it will surely injure the cause it 
was designed to aid and react upon its authors.” 

Notice Served on Corruptionists. 

The notice given by Mr. Fitch, of New 
York, today, that should the subsidy bill pass 
the next congress would investigate the 
method pursued in its favor, has created a 
panic among the advocates of this mammoth 
steal. The lobby here for the bill has been 
very bold recently, and many rumors of all 
kinds of corruption are going the rounds, 
Indeed, the odor around the lobby and the 
bill is so bad, that many of its former advo- 
cates are deserting it, and the chances are de- 
cidedly against its passage. W. Bz

THE RED MAN'S STORY 


OF THE BATTLE OF WOUNDED KNEE 
CREEK. 


AMERICAN HORSE AND OTHERS 


Assert That Their Race Were Slaughtered in 
Cold Blood—Even the Women and 
Children Were Not Spared. 


Wasuincton, February 11.—The Sioux 
Indian conference was concluded today, and 
the Indians will tomorrow, or Friday, start 
for home, going by way of Philadelphia and 
Carlisle. The feature of today’s meeting was 
the story of the fight at Wounded Knée, told 
by Turning Hawk and American Horse. In 
beginning his story, Turning Hawk described 
in picturesque language, “how a certain false- 
hood Messiah craze and ghost dancer came to 
his agency from the west, and how, after a 
time, hearing of the approach of the soldiers, 
and frightened because of it, the Indians fled 
into the Bad Lands, and how they were in- 
duced to return by their friends.” 

TURNING HAWK’S STORY. 

Turning Hawk then continued: 

‘When our people, who had been fright 
ened away, were returning to Pine Ridge, 
and when they had almost reached the 
agency, they were met by’ soldiers and sur- 
rounded and finally taken to Wounded Knee 
creek, and there at a given time their guns 
were demanded, and when they had delivered 
them up, the men were separated from their 
families, from their tepees, and taken to a cer- 
tain spot, their guns having becn given up. 
When the guns were thus taken and the men 
thus separated, there was a crazy man—a 
young man of very bad influence, and in 
fact nobody among the bunch of Indians— 
fired his gun, and, of course, the firing of the 
gun must have been the breaking of a mili 
tary rule of some sort, because immediately 
the soldiers returned the fire and an indis- 
criminate killing followed.” 

The commander here interrupted [to ask: 

‘‘Did the man fire at the soldiers, or did he 
simply shoot in the air?’ 

HE KILLED AN OFFICER. 

Spotted Horse—He shot an officer in the 
army, the first shot killed this officer. I was 
@ voluntary scout at that encounter, and I had 
just asserted that I saw exactly what was done 
and that was what I noticed, that the firstshot 
killed an oftlicer. 

The Commander—Did the soldiers return 
the fire immediately or did the Indians keep 
up their firing? 

Spotted Horse—As soon as the first shot -was 
fired, the Indians immediately began drawing 
their knives and they were exhorted from all 
sides to desist. but this was not obeyed; con- 
sequently the firing began immediately on the 
part of the soldiers. 

Turning Hawk—All the men who were in 
the bunch were killed right there, and those 
who escaped that first fire got into a ravine, 
and as they went along up the ravine, for a 
long distance they were pursued on all sides 
by the soldiers and shot down, as the dead 
bodies showed afterwards. 

THE WOMEN DID NOT FIGHT. 

The Commander—In this fight did the 
} women take any part? 

Turning Hawk—They had no firearms to 
fight with. 

The Commander—The statement has been 


madein the public press that the women 
fought with butcher knives, and this has been 
‘zivon ws the reason why the women were shot. 

Turning Hawk—-When the men were sep- 
arated and were bunched together at a given 
place, the women were at a different place 
entirely, some distance off. 

COULD TELL THE DIFFERENCE. 

The Commander—Was it impossible for a 
soldier to tell the difference between an In- 
dian man anda woman? The statement has 
been made in the public press that the soldiers 
shot the women because they were dressed in 
such a way that they could not tell they were 


women. 

Turning Hawk—I think a man would be 
very blind if he could not tell the difference 
between a@ man and a woman. I have 
told you that the women were standing 
off at a different place from that where the 
men were stationed and where the firing began 
those of the men who escaped the first on- 
slaught wentin one direction up the ravine, 
and then the women, who were bunched to- 
gether at another place, went entirely in a 
different direction, through an open field and 
the women fared the same fate as the men 
who went up the deep ravine. 

The commissioner (to the enterpreter)—Tell 
those that are present I would like if he 
(Turning Hawk) makes any statement which 
they don’t accept that they will correct it, I 
want to get at the truth. 

EVERY ONE WAS KILLED. 

American Horse—The men were seperated 
as has already been said from the women and 
they were surrounded by the soldiers, and 
then came the next village of Indians, and 
that was entirely surrounded by soldiers, also. 
When the firing began, of course the people

American Horse—Yes, sir, they. were fired 
upon and there was a woman with an infant 
on her arms, who was killed as she almost 
touched the flag of truce, and the women and

sight a number of soldiers surrounded them 
and butchered them there.

CRUSHED TO DEATH. 


The Sad Fate of a Young Railroader in 
South Carolina. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., February 11.—{Special.]— 
Lewis Alphonso Rudisell,a baggage master on 
the Carolina Central railroad, and a popular 
young man of this city, was killed this morning 
by falling off the top of a car and being run over 
by the train. The accident occurred at Big 
Swamp, on the Carolina Central, forty miles from 
Wilmington. The young man and the conductor 
were in the same coach, when a signal from the 
engine notified them that something was wrong 
with the bell cord connecting the cars with the 
engine. 

Hearing the signal, Mr. Rudisell ran to the front 
brake, and instead of stopping at the lower ones, 
ran up to the top ones, the conductor in the mean- 
time having gone tothe rear brakes. After the 
train had gone two miles, Mr. Rudisell was missed, 
and the train stopped. What had become of him? 
Blood and a part of asleeve were found on the 
wheels and trucks of the car where he had been 
when the signal, the obeying of which cost him 
his life, was given. The train was backed 
slowly for the distance of two miles, when the body 
was found a mass of mangled flesh. He was lit- 
erally mashed to jelly. is remains were taken 
up in pieces and put on a mattress and carried on 
to Wilmington, where they were encased and 
brought here this evening for burial. There seems 
to bea fatality hanging over the family.

JUDGE S8PEER’S ANSWER 


To the Facts Brought Out by the Houso 
Judiciary Committee. 


Washington yesterday, there were severe criti- 


sentences of offenders against the 
revenue law.

Epidemics of 
measies and other diseases prevailed among them, 
and out of simple humanity he released them on 
their good behavior. In conclusion he gives this 
timely advice: 

“The committee can form no adequate conception 
of the suffering endured by the federal prisoners 
in many state jails, and, before the powerof the 
court to suspend sentencesis wholly abregated, I 
respectfully submit that federal jails should be 
provided where confinement will not destroy life 
or endanger health.’’

HE PRONOUNCES THE FREE COLN:« 
AGE BILL 


AS A DANGEROUS EXPERIMENT, 


And Is Glad That the Business Men of New 
York Are Speaking Out Against What 
He Calls a Reckless Measure. 


New York, February 11.—Between 600 
and 700 people attended the mass meeting 
at Cooper Union tonight to oppose the silver 
bill, in response to the call of the Reform 
club.

treasury, nominated E. Ellery Anderson, * 


president of the Reform club, for chairman 


of the meeting, and he was elected by ac 
clamation. 


The mention of Grover Cleveland’s name 
was the signal for a prolonged burst of ap- 
plause, and when the secretary had finished 
reading his letter, the applause was deaf 
ening. The ex-president wrote as follows: 

816 Madison avenue, February 10,—E. Ellery 
Anderson. My Dear Sir: I have this afternoon 
received your note, inviting me to attend, tomor- 
row évening, the meeting called for the purpose 
of voicing the opposition of the business men of 
our city to “The free coinage of silver in the 
United States.” 

Ishall not beable to attend and address the 
meeting, as you request, but Iam glad that the 
buiness interests of New York are at last to be 
heard on the subject. 

It surely cannot be necessary for me to makes 
formal expression of my agreement with those 
who believe that the greatest perils would be 
initiated by the adoption of the scheme embraced 
inthe measure now pending in congress, for an 
unlimited coinage of silver in our mints.

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When Silver Was Scarce, 

A writer in The Atlantic Monthly gives a 
graphic account of the financial condition of 
the country in the days when the people 
were trying to make the old continental cur- 
rency answer the demands of business. 

In 1778 the paper dollar went down to 16 
cents in the north, and 12 cents in the south. 
In 1780 it fell to 2 cents, and atthe end of 
the year it took ten paper dollars to make 1 
cent, Corn sold in Boston for $150a bushel, 
butter was $12 a pound, tea $90, sugar $10, 
beef $8, coffee $22, and a barrel of flour cost 
$1,575. Samuel Adams paid $2,000 for a 
hat and a suit of clothes. Still, the govern- 
ment went on printing the money, which 
some people claimed was the best kind of 
currency because it would not go out of the 
country. 

At this time some little gold came into the 
country through foreign trade, the French 
alliance and the British army; but gold is 
always scarce, and there was not enough in 
the continental times to do much good. But 
suppose our silver mines had then been de- 
veloped? The government would have been 
able to coin plenty of silver dollars and issue 
silver certificates. Such a currency would 
not have depreciated. It is simply impossi- 
ble to have a panic in consequence of too 
much silver, or paper based upon-and re- 
deemable in it. 

The experiment with continental money 
teaches its lesson, and itis not likely that 
our government wiil ever again issue an ir- 
redeemable currency. The safest method 
of expansion is to remove all restrictions on 
silver, and try free coinage without any 
limit. There will never be a time when 
people will reject silver or silver certificates. 
It is utterly impossible to imagine a contin- 
gency in which this precious and convenient 
metal will decline in value to any marked 
extent. Our first reform in national finan- 
ces must be in this direction. If the people 
Want more money, and good money, they 
must stand by silver.

Weather Troubles. 

A cold wave was predicted for Tuesday 
morning by our watchful weather observer. 
The prediction was justified by all the indi- 
cations, and yet it was not fulfilled. The 
weather map of Monday gave a faint ink- 
ling of what was to occur. A condition 
marked ‘‘high’’ was advancing from the 
northwest, while another condition marked 
“low’’ was advancing from the southwest, 
Another ‘‘low’’ was sneaking off in the At- 
lantic ocean. 

Thetwo conditions referred toin the north 
west and southwest advanced eastward until 
they came together somewhere in northern 
Alabama. They shook hands, being old 
acquaintances, and then sat down to discuss 
the politics of the ‘‘elements.’’ There was 
some disagreement, then a quarrel, and fin- 
ally a fight—in other words acyclone. They 
fought all through north Alabama, passed 
across the extreme north of Georgia and so 
off intothe Atlantic. 

This is the reason why the thermom- 
eter didn’t drop to 22 decrees in Atlanta 
Tuesday morning. The cold wave was 
warmed up by its tussle with old ‘‘Low,”’’ 
who is pre-eminently a citizen of the howl- 
ing southwest. 

Our local observer described the situation 
yesterday in more picturesque language than 
we have used, but the conclusion arrived at 
is about the same. ‘The moral to be drawn 
from the affair is that no cold wave from the 
wooly northwest has any business to monkey 
with old ‘‘Low,”’ from the southwest, 


Scatter Is the Word.

Two Extremes in Style. 

Two of our New York contemporaries in 
yesterday’s mail had something pertinent 
and pointed on the subject of style. 

The Press jumped on Mr. F. L. Dingley’s 
recent consular report on immigration, and 
quoted the following paragraph: 

The sulidarity of the race is the ifresistible ten~- 
dency of an age of steam and printing presses. It 
is the wisdom of business in national as in indi- 
vidual life to direct its progress in harmony with 
forces that cannot be extinguished, and may be 
correlated with movements progressive or retro- 
gressive according as wisdom or unwisdom regu- 
lates or dislocates the world of legislation, society 
and industry. 

The Press expresses the opinion that this 
is mere stilted bosh, meaningless and ridicu- 
lous, and that the man who writes such stuff 
is not worth his salt as a consular agent. 

The Commercial Advertiser evidently 
missed Mr. Dingley’s report, but it picks out 
aman whose style runs to the opposite ex- 
treme, Evangelist Sam Jones, and quotes his 
now famous dispatch as follows: 

The one gallus mayor of Palestine tried to cane 
your Uncie Jones this morning atthe depot. I 
wrenched the cane from him and wore him out, I 
am a little disfigured, but still in the ring. I crit- 
icised his official career last November. It needed 
criticism. 

Now, here is something picturesque, 
graphic and strong. It is the style that gets 
there. It is just what might have been ex- 
pected from the man who advised writers and 
speakers to ‘‘pull out the bung, and let Na- 
ture cut her caper.’’ The elegant Mr. Ding- 
ley would never have thought of describing 
anybedy as a ‘‘one gallus mayor.’’ That 
was reserved for our Jones. The Commer- 
cial Advertiser approvingly says: 

But one gallus! It is truth, itis poetry, it is rev- 
elation. 

But whatisa one gallus man? Has the traveled 
reader ever laid eyes on him—a cracker—a bump- 
kin—a hoosier dressed in two garments—a home- 
woven shirt with butternut “pants’’—call them 
not trouser8s—drawn up to his armpits by half a 
pair of knit yarn suspenders—that is to say by one 
gallus? The tight drawn ‘pants’ reveal his bare, 
sunburnt legs high above the ankle. He wears no 
waistcoat. Why should he, seeing that his one 
but efficient gallus has drawn his “‘pants’’ (by 
means of a broad horn button) into intimate jux- 
taposition with his pronounced and mobile Adam's 
apple? Suchis aone gallus man. And when he 
emerges from his solitudes into the streets of the 
nearest Village, the boys gaze upon him with de- 
lighted wonder, while even the town curs sniff at 
his heels suspiciously. 

Undoubtedly, nothing could be better. 
Mr. Jones, however, is a master of style. In 
giving the result of the fight, see how forci- 
bly he sums it up. ‘I wore him out,’’ says 
the evangelist. Nothing could be better. It 
tells the whole story. 

Despite the humorous tone of these com- 
ments, it is plain that the New York editors 
are following the modern drift in the direc- 
tion of simple and strong English—the Eng- 
lish that calls a spade a spade. Dingley and 
Jones represent two extremes in style, and 
neither would be a safe model. Yet some- 
where between these extremes, and much 
nearer Jones than Dingley, will be found a 
vigorous and graphic style that will reach 
the people, attract them, and make thoughts 
breathe in words that burn. This is the age 
of plain English, and the speaker or writer 
who is master of it will have the largest au- 
dience—the widest circle of readers. 
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No Offices for Negroes. 

A negro paper in Boston has requested 
Mr. Benjamin Harrison to appoint a repre- 
sentative of the negro race secretary of the 
treasury, and it insists on this request with 
such vociferousness that it has attracted at- 
tention. Some of the newspapers are com- 
menting on the matter, but they are chiefly 
papers that donot thoroughly sympathize 
with the party to which Mr. Harrison be- 
longs. 

It is interesting to observe the dignified 
reserve with which the republican organs 
treat this proposition of a-negro editor to 
make a negro secretary of the treasury. 
They treat the affair with cool disdain, and 
refuse to discuss it in any shape. And yet 
the suggestion of the negro editoris not 
altogether unreasonable. It is at least 
worthy of republican consideration. 

Here is a voting element which, leaving 
the attitude of the southern negroes alto- 
gether out of the question, has held the bal- 
ance of power for many years in Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Illinois, and, in New York, whenever 
there has been a division of the democrats. 
It is an element that could be counted on at 
all times and in all contingencies. It needed 
no arguments to convince it; no campaign 
work to confirm its dull views; and it has 
demanded no share of ‘the campaign boodle, 

Nor is this all. This negro republican 
element has voted faithfully and blindly in 
spite of the fact that the republican party 
has consistently and persistently refused to 
place it on a level with the white element of 
the party so far as holding office is cop- 
cerned. The republican view is that the 
negro is good enough to vote for the repub- 
licans, but is not good enough to share in 
the spoils of office; and itis a view which 
the sheepish subservience of the negro‘ voters 
in the states where they hold the balance of 
power between the two parties has abun- 
dantly justified. 

These negro republicans, whose votes are 
of vital importance tothe success of their 
party, have been taught to believe that the 
offices are for the white voters, and when- 
ever a negro protests he is kicked into 
silence—not only by the whites, but by the 
voters of his own color. No northern negroes 
have ever held any important offices. The 
exception of Fred Douglass, and one or two 
who have been grudgingly elected tothe 
legislature of Ohio, proves the rule. The 
republican theory is that the negro voters 
have no business in office, and the subser- 
vience of the negroes themselves goes far to 
show that the republicans are right. The 
foreign voters are duly represented in office 
in proportion to the importance of their 
vote, but the native-born negro is flatly told 
that he ought to be thankful for the priv- 
ilege of voting to keep the corrupt republican 


party in power.

ASH WEDNESDAY. 
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Services Held in the Episcopal and Catholic 
Churches, 


Yesterday was Ash Wednesday. 

Well-attended services were held in the Episco- 
pal and Catholic churches, 

Ash Wednesday is the first day of Lent and is 
called by the fathers of the church caput jejunii, 
the beginning of the fast. Itis thought by some 
to have been added by Pope Gregory the Great, in 
order to make up the season of Lent 
to orecisely forty days. Others be- 
lieve tit was added by Gregory LI, 100 years 
later. 

It was customary for the more rigid Christians 
to abstain from all food until the ee Change 
of diet was not considered a sufficient fast. The 
people were exhorted to bestow what was thus 
saved by fasting upon the poor. There were re- 
ligious assemblies and services every day in Lent. 
Public games during this season were prohibited 
by the younger Thesdosius. he cele- 
bration of birthdays and marriages was 
then forbidden. The great week before Easter 
was celebrated with peculiar solemnity. It wasa 
week of rest and liberty to servants, and Friday, 
the day of the Lord’s passion, was the culminat- 
ing point of the fast.

RECIPROCITY WI1H BRAZIL. 


From The New York Tribune. 

The president’s proclamation of an arrangeé- 
ment for reciprocal trade between the United 
States and Brazil marks an important step in the 
right direction. The possibilities of developing 
our commerce with the South American nations 
have been only feebly recognized hitherto. That 
they are great is undeniable. Our manufacturers 
must sharpen their wits in order to compete suc- 
cessfully in Brazil with England, Germany and 
France, but now for the first time they are going 
to have afairchance. Mr. Blaine has made a fine 
bargain for the United States.

The Press likes to hear of this kind of thing as 
much as anybody does, but treaties will be only 
paper reciprocity, reciprocity in only two dimen- 
sions instead of in three, unless we ve ample, 
regular, direct and prompt communication with 
the other parties thereto. For that reason the 
shipping bill-is now more than ever entitled to 
prompt transmission tothe president for his sig 
nature. A reciprocity treaty with a nation to 
which we have no railroad but must send by 
water, without a shipping bill, is like a law that 
is a dead letter because no money is appropriated 
to execute it; for, to recur to Secretary Windom’s 
epigram: ‘The folly and danger of depending 
upon our competitor. for the means of reaching 
competitive markets cannot be expressed.”

We get from Brazil what we do not and cannot 
produce in sufficient quantities, and she gets from 
us what she must have and cannot at present pro- 
duce; whereas, if the democratic free-trade plan 
were adopted, we would get from Europe in over- 
wheliring quantities prodactions which.we can 
manufacture ourselves. It is estimated that the 
increase of trade in favor of this country will be 
during the first year $5,000,000, but this will be 
rapidly increased. The treaty, too, will force 
Spain tocome toterms with regard to Cuba, or 
sacrificethe sugartrade of the latter with the 
United States. We already get 125,000 tons of 
sugarfrom Brazil, and it isestimated that this 
year the importatton will be 200,000 tons, and in 
three years about 500,000 tons, so that if Spain re- 
fuses to allow Cuba to enter into an equ.tablc ar- 
rangement avery short time must elapse before 
Brazil furnishes all that is needed—the latter 
country having the land and the climate to ex- 
pand her sugar crop indefinitely. Secretary Blaine 
is in treaty with both Cuba and Venezuela, and it 
is confidently expected that similar arrange- 
ments will be made with each of those countries. 
From The New York Times. 

The administration is to be congratulated upon 
the arrangement for reciprocal trade that it has 
made with the United States of Brazil. Although 
it appears by the proclamation of Mr. Harrison 
that this action is taken by the Brazilian govern- 
ment in response to a notification that sugar, mo- 
lasses, coffee and hides had been freed from duty 
by the United States, ‘with a view to securing re- 
ciprocal trad¢,’’ the connection between the “rec- 
iprocity provisions” of the last tariff actand the 
arrangement with Brazilis not very direct.

n providing for its own interests and generous in 
providing freer trade with us than we permit our- 
selves with other countries.

President Harrison issued a proclamation yes- 
terday declaring that a treary had been concluded 
with Brazil which will openthe markets of that 
republic to a goodly number of American products 
and manufactures.

An Interesting Exhibition at the Kimball 
House Yesterday Afternoon—Some 
Wonderful Feats Performed. 


Wizard or devil-—which is he? 

Are his powers supernatural, or does he ag 
complish his end by slight-of-hand or trick? 

How does he do it, anyway? 

These are some of the questions asked by 
those who witnessed the remarkable perform. 
ance of a short, heavy-set, bald-headed man of 
probably thirty-five, who had been entertain. 
ing a party of gentlemen in the Kimball house 
parlors yesterday afternoon. 

The entertainer was a remarkable man— 
Professor Bert, or Bertholdi, Reese. The pro- 
fessor is a mind reader, andatruly wonderful 
one, if his performance of yesterday is any in. 
dication of his powers. The party he enter- 
tained was, in many respects, a distinguished 
one. 

The time was a few minutes past 5 o'clock’ 
It was the hour when the membersof the 
Scotch-Irish Society had been invited tocal] 
on the president of the national society, Mr. 
Robert Bonner, of New York,’ and 
there were present, besides Mr. Bonner, 
Mr. Echols, an eminent lawyer of Pittsburg, 
and Mr. Hamilton Busby, editor of Turf, Fielc 
and Farm, who are members of Mr. Bonner’s 
party; such men as Rev. Dr. J. N. Craig, 
president, and Captain Hugh Hunter, secre. 
tary of the Atlanta Scotch-Irish Society; Dr. 
Divine, Captain E. P. Howell, Mr. Phil Har- 
ralson, Major Franklin Stark, Mr. Clark 
Howell, Captain George B. Forbes, Major 
Sloan, Colonel A. J. McBride, and a number 
of others. 

At the request of some gentlemen who 
knew of his powers, Professor Reese consented 
to give an exhibition of what he could do. 

‘‘Now, gentlemen,” he said, his speech 
characterized by a strong German accent, “I 
wil) just tell you a few things you are think- 
ing about. You,” pointing at Phil on, 
“are a skeptic. You don’t believe I can 
do what I claim. Now, [’m going to 
tell you the name of the girl 
you love, how much you _ paid for 
your clothes, where you bought your shoesand 
where you got that ring you wear. Do youre- 
member where? That's good, I’ll tell you ail 
about it. Andif you are still a skeptic, I'll 
mesmerize — and make you take your shoes 
off before all these gentlemen.”

In all of these tests, except the first twoor 
three, the paper was held across the room from 
the professor, and he did not even touch the 
slips. The paper was torn from the note book 
of one of the gentlemen present, and there 
was absolutely no way in which Reese could 
have been apprised of what had been written. 

“Now,” he said, ‘I'll take that gentleman 
out and make him give you the 
total of three numbers ‘which any of 
you gentlemen may select. Give me 
one number before we go out and keep the 
others until we return.

returned, Professor Reese had in his hand a 
slip of paper which he handed to Captain 
Forbes.

The Professor Talks. 

‘‘There is not much to say about myself,” 
said Professor Reese, after his little exhibition 
was over. ‘Yes, this is my business— 
mind reading. I have been at it for some 
years. I gavethat exhibition at the request 
of the gentlemen there who had been my 
friends, but I usually charge $25 or $50 for 
sucha one. HowdolI do it? Oh, I don’t 
know. I suppose you would call it intuition. 
It comes over me with a rush. You have 
written a certain sentence or word, for in- 
stance, but I can’t tell why I feel it.” 

“Tan’t it hard work ?” 

“Oh, yes. And sometimes I can’t do it at 
all. Then I suffer from severe headaches after 
a hard trial. I have opened combination 
safes mavy times, and that is awfully hard 


work.” 
“When did you first learn you had this 


power?” 

‘“‘When a boy in my native village, Breslau, 
Germany. I predicted the war with Austria. 
My ability to look into the future came to the 
notice of the government when I was fifteen, 
and forsome years they took charge of me. 
Then I returned home, but by the time I was 
twenty the people began to think I was be- 
witehed and I had to leave. Then I came to 
this country.”’ 

“Do you mesmerize?”’

For awhile Colonel Echols was in business 
in Augusta, but in ’76 studied law under Bob 
Toombs. He practiced with signal success, 
principally in Athens and Oglethorpo. 

He will be remembered as the iawyer for the 
defense in the three famous murder cases, when 
Rountree, astudent at Athens, was killed; 
and two negroes, Echols and Johnston, were 
tried forit. He cleared them, proving that 
Rountree was accidentaliy killed by his own 
brother. Echols, the negro, was an ex-slave, 
and had belonged in the family of Colonel 
Echol’s father-in-law. 

Another was the trial of Almond for Judge 
Oliver, at Elberton ; and the other the trial of 
Adams and Rucker for the murder of Marshal 
Dooly in Hartwe!!. 

These brilliant and successful defenses put 
the young lawyer tothe front at once, estab- 
lishing his reputation as a criminal lawyer. 

It will be recalled, too, that he established 
the court of road commissioners—brought out 
the fact, that is, that this was a separate 
court. The issue was ona charge of contempt 
of court, and Colonel Echols proved that the 
court of commissioners had power to fine for 
contempt, and was even less limited than the 
supreme court of the state.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MAREET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, February 11.—The stock market was 
less active today than for two weeks, and while it was 
firm to strong, as usual of late, in the forenoon, it re- 
acted later in the day and all the early improvement 
was lost, with something in addition in most Cases, 
The market, however, was more than usual of late 
traders’ market, and selling was of purely a professional 
character. Notwithstanding the attacks on list in the 
afternoon, very little long stock came upon the mar- 
ket and considerable of short interest was created by 
the day’s operations. ‘The day opened with some sup- 
port appareut in many of the leading shares, but later 
this was withdrawn, and the bears attacked several 
specialties with the effect of weakening the entire list 
in sympathy.

NEW YORK, February 11.—For the first time in 
many days the stock market looked somewhat tired 
today, and, at times, it looked as though a reaction 
was imminent. The declines were, in most cases, only 
fractional, but the very fact that the bulls seem for the 
time being to have relaxed their grasp upon the stock 
market, has tended to frighten the more timid holders 
and may lead to considerable realizing. 

We do not think, however, that the recent large 
buyers of stocks have yet disposed ofa sufficient per- 
centage of their holdings to make a reaction at the 

resent moment opportune, and we believe that they 
will use every endeavor to prevent much of a decline. 
The disturbing influence is decidedly the weakness of 
Atchison securities and the reported demoralization of 
freight rates in the southwest, after the recent de- 
yermined endeavor to bring about a general peace 
smong the railroad companies. If, after the appa- 
rently sincere expressions heard during the recent 

eetings held in this city, in connection with the new 

estern Railroad Association, the various railroads 
have already commenced to break faith with each 
other, the situation would, indeed, seem hopeless, but 
if the reported troubles are either due to a desire on 
the part of the various traffic managers to make a big 
showing for their various companies, in order to secure 
a larger proportion inthe proposed division of per- 
centages, or if, as is claimed, these reports of trouble 
are cut out of whole cloth and manufactured for 
manipulation purposes, the situation is not as bad as is 
made to appear. 

Weighing all these matters, we are by no means in- 
slined to lose hope in regard to the future of the stock 
market, but, on the contrary, think that with the influ- 
mees which are active in bulling the market, stocks 
should scon go higher. 

The weakness of the stock market did not affect 
bonds, on the contrary the latter have scored further 
advances today and the demand is decidedly on the in- 
crease. This is due to the continued ease of money, a 
dearth of good mercantile paper and a decided increase 
in the demand for investments. CAHN & Co.

The Restraining Order Granted by Judge 
Clarke and the Case Set for a Hear- 
ing on March 9. 


. Yesterday morning F. G. Echols and W. C. 
Richards, through J. L. Hovkins & Son, their 
attorneys, filed a petition concerning the 
Wheat street matter in the superior court. 

The petition sets forth that on the 23d day 
of July, 1890, they purchased of Mrs. Sarah 
A. Alexander a lot in the city of Atlanta on 
the northeast corner of Peachtree and Wheat 
streets. 

Wheat street was then about thirty feet 
three inches wide and was equal to all the 
demands of public use. Their lot fronted four 
feet nine inches on Peachtree and 100 on 
W heat. 

The street was widened by the city twenty 
feet, making it fifty-one feet three inches 
wide. 

‘G. 8. Pryor owned the lot adjoining on the 
north. His was an inside lot, fronting on 
Peachtree, and all that was needed to make it 
a front of 100 feet on Wheat was to take pe- 
titioner’s property and make a street of it. 
Other parties, in the rear, wanted the street 
widened, to enhance the value of their prop- 
erty. 

To meet the requirements of the scheme 
council was induced to condemn the property, 
and these parties agreed to pay $3,200 for the 
damage done to property condemned. 

G. 5. Pryor agreed to pay $2,500 to have it 
done. Underthe influence of this offer the 
city proceeded, and the appraisers appointed 
fixed the damage at $11,000. Knowing that 
the property was worth more than that pe- 
titioners appealed to the superior court, and 
the case is now pending. 

The house had been removed from the lot, 
leaving an excavation, and petitioners placed 
a fence along this to protect persons traveling 
Peachtree street, Wheat street not being dan- 
gerous. 

G. 8. Pryor sent a petition to council stating 
that there was an excavation, or hole, on 
Wheat street, adjoining his property, and ask- 
ing that the city build a restraining wali, about 
100 feet, 80 that he could make some improve- 


ments and lay tlagstones through the entire 
lot. This hole or excavation was petitioner’s 
property. 

Council ordered the hole filled up, and that 
Mr. Pryor be allowed to make the improve- 
ments, lay the flagging and build the wall at 
his own expense if he so desired. 

The petitioners notified Pryor that he was 
trespassing, and he desisted. Afterwards the 
city removed the rubbish on Wheat street, 
and the petitioners, with no other purpose 
than to protect the pujdig, began the construc- 
tion of a fence. 

A case was made against them by the city 
for obstructing a street, and the prosecution is 
still pending in the superior court. 

The petitioners claim that the entire scheme 
of condemning their private property for pub- 
lic use is oppression, and that the city was in- 
duced to do so by the offer of $3,200 by private 
parties. They claim that the city has no

emn private property for public use.

The Paper Submitted tou Colonel Hammond, 
President of the Commission, Yes- 
terday Morning.

Nearly three-quarters of a million! 

That is the claim of the Western and At- 
lantic lessees. 

The paper, which is a final and official and 
complete presentation of their claim for bet- 
terments, was delivered to Colonel N. J. Ham- 
mond, president of the commission, early yes- 
terday forenoon. 

A Synopsis of It. 

The petition begins by reciting the act of 
the legislature leasing the road to certain per- 
sons on December 27, 1870. There was nothing 
peculiar in the transaction, and the state oc- 
cupied the position of ordinary lessor in the 
lease. 

They claim that one of the incidents of the 
relation of landlord and tenant is the right of 
the tenant to remove, during his term, his 
trade fixtures, and that tne lessees could 
have removed all the fixtures annexed 
to the sale for the purpose 
of operating a railroad, except such structuré 
as had been placed as a substitute to a struct- 
ure existing prior to the lease, provided no 
damage was done to the freehold. 

The structures that could have been s0 re- 
moved are marked in ‘Exhibit A,”’ attached 
to the petition, and consist of twenty-one 
spurs and sidings, grading not included, that 
cost $63,618.80, and buildings in Atlanta at a 
cost of $3,810; at other points on the road and 
in Chattanooga, structures to the amount of 
$17,076, making the total $84,504.80. 

Further than that the company could have 
removed substituted structures, marked in 
“Exhibit B,” to the amount of $731,652.95, in 
the way of rails and bridge work, ard fences 
and other material, but as an offset to this 
the original structures in ““Exhibit C,’’ to the 
amount of $323,569.30. 

RIGHTS RECOGNIZED. 

Attention is called to the specific act of the 
legislature of October 24, 1870, requiring the 
lessees to give bond to return the road in as 
good condition as when received, which act 
expressly recognizes the rights claimed by the 
petitioners. 

sased on this the petitioners claim the un- 
impeachable right to remove any and all fix- 
tures, provided the road was returned in as 
good a condition as when leased, or even to sell 
the improvements on the leased premises. 

The petition cites the letter of President 
Joseph E. Brown to Governor Gordon re- 
ferring to the rights of the company, with the 
fact that the Georgia legislature immediately 
afterwards, on October 24, 1887, denied most 
peremptorily the rights claimed in the letter 
and directed the state to use theentire execu- 
tive 

TO PREVENT THE REMOVAL 
of any of the property, and by duress interfered 
with the company’s rights in the matter. 

Further, that the state as landlord treated 
the company’s property as its own and even 
leased the trade fixtures, which it had aright 
- ~% soe toa new tenant on December 27, 

800, 

The petition then sets forth the agreement 
between the company and the state, the 
former agreeing to allow its property to be 
turned over to the new lessee, with the dis- 
tinct proviso thatits claims were in nowise 
abandoned, but were to be upheld in the 
courts of the country, and that the state be- 
came bound by the agreement of that contract 
to pay petitioners the sum of money which 
their property is reasonably worth. 

THE UNION DEPOT. 

It goes on toshow that at the time of the 
leases, the union depot was being built by sev- 
eral parties, the Georgia road to pay 3-10, the 
Atlanta and West Point 2-10, the Macon and 
Western 2-10 and the state of Georgia, for the 
Western and Atlantic, 310. The share of the 
latter remaining unpaid was $7,299.30, which 
was paid by the lessees. 

It states that when the question of legal 
taxes payable by the state to the city of 
Chattanooga, the county of Hamilton and 
the state of Tennessee, was brought 
to the attention of the state as early as 1879, 
the state refused to pay them. The lessees 
said that the property in Tennessee might be 
sold for the taxes, whereupon the governor of 
Georgia threatened to seize the road and dis- 
possess the lessees if such action were a.lowed, 
and the lessees were compelled to pay the taxes. 

The state having admitted its liability for 
the taxes by paying them for 1890, the pe- 
titioners claim that the sum of $124,277.50 
paid by them under the exaction, is now due 
them by the state. In addition to these ac- 
counts the sum of $105,815.20 is claimed. 

The conclusion of the petition prays the 
finding and an award of the indebtedness by 
the commission in the sum of $722,714.15, 
besides interest, as the amount due the lessees 
on the question of rights and betterments. 

It is signed by Joseph B. Cumming, Julius 
L. Brown, Boykin Wright, petitioners’ at- 
torneys.
